CHURCH AND STATE 


—_ 


The Supreme Court, it scems to us, is doing dubious battle with the 
Churchos in banning the use of public school facilities for voluntary 
religious instruction. 


In Champaign, Illinois, the state supported public school has been per- 
mitting the use of its classrooms for religious teaching as an added 
Service to the community. This service was purely voluntary; in fact, 
it had to be especially requested by the parents of cach child, The 
classrooms were made available to any religious group, Protestant, 
Roman Catholic or Jewish. The school's only role was to provide an 
assembly place for those families who believed their children would 
profit from daily worship, 


On Monday the Supreme Court invalidated this system, The Court held 
that it violated the first amendment to the Constitution which bans any 
law ¥respecting an establishment of religion or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof," 


The separation of church and state is an .nglo-Saxon tradition. The 
first amendment and subsequent court decisions have jealously guarded 
any encroachment by the churches,.individualiy or collectively, into 
the affairs of the stete, dithout question the first amendment would 
ban any system of mandatory religious instruction no matter how non-= 
denominational.. dJ¢ are as free to be atheists as to be Protestants or 
Catholics. But to say, as the Court has done, that a community cannot 
provide a public meeting place for worship on a purely voluntary basis 
and at no cost to taxpayers stretches the first amendment beyond all 
reason, 


Government places have long been used for worship.: Our ships at sea,- 
remote government outposts, the chambors: of Congress and many public 
buildings: provide the opportunity for worship to those who wish it,- 
Freedom consists in a fact that they may worship however they choose or,: 
equally freely, not worship at all,- If an individual is "embarrassed" 
at not participating in a community activity that is a matter for his 
conscience so long as he is not coerced.. 


There is another objection to the Court!s decision,- Not only does it 
‘stretch the first amendment, it also seems to us an anwarrantcd en- 
eroachment upon the affairs of a local community. The school house in 

any places is the community center... It serves as a classroom, as a 
social hall, as a meeting place for debating community affairs. In 

any rural communities it is the only plece where the people may gather 
in a group., ic do not understand how its use as a place of worship can 
be a violation of our traditional liberties so long as its use.is not 
usurped by the majority to the detriment of a ninority, - 
We share with Justice Jackson the fear-that by this decision the Court 
may be setting itself up as a sort of super school board, - By another 
drop the High Vourt is wearing away the right of a community to conduct 
its om 2ffairs so long as it does so with justice, - 
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Statement on Supreme Court Decision 
in MeCollum-Champaipn Case

The United States Supreme Court has spoken in the 
Champaign case. Its decisions should and must be respected by . 
comformity to foth the spirit and letter of its interpretdiion 
of the law, 


The decision constitutes a great blow to weekday relig- 
ious education, Even more serious is its indication of a changing 
government attitude toward religion. The decision helps to clarify 
the implications of the first and fourteenth amendments for numer- 
our specific practices, seme of which are cherished by our American 
people while others have been of doubtful value, 


The court's majority opinion appears to leave in doubt 
the validity of the released time principle, that is, excusing 
pupils during school hours for religious instruction outside the 
school buildinz. However, the supplementary statement in which 
it was reported that four of the justices concurred indicated 
that this court decision was hot intended to invalidate this 
principle in all cases while a fifth justice dissented from the 
Opinion because he feared that it would have this effect. Thus, 
it would seem that a majority of the justices clearly did not in- 
tend and would not approve invalidation of the released time 
principle, 


The decision will require drastic readjustment of exist- 

ing practices by weekday schools which in the past have been 
allowed to use public school property as have other community 

organizations. This will be most serious for rural communities 
where church buildings are not in close proximity to public school 
buildings, However, these adjustments can we made if our American 
people fully realize the indispensible place of religion in our 
American culture, 


The most seri-us aspect of the decision is the evidence 
which it presents of a shift in government policy from an attitude 
of friendliness, encouragement, and helpful cooperation toward a 
position of neutrality if not positive disinterest. This is not 
in keeping with our American tradition. Neither do I believe that 
this position was the intention of those honored leaders who framed 
the first and fourteenth amendments of our constitution, A strict 
application of the decision would make illegal many practices which 
have persisted since the founding of our nation. 


The official policy of the International Council of 
Religious Education in the light of this decision nemains to be 
determined. Certainly it will include full compliance with the 
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law as the Council advises the 3,909 communities with schools 
enrolling over 2,300,900 students, these schools now located in 
46 states, It is obvious that this will mean the discontinuance 
of use of public school buildings for religious classes as is now 
the practice of hO per cent of these communities, ie hope, howe 
éver, that ,most of these communities will be able to readjust 
their procedures so that they can continue religious classes off 
of school premises. The decision will also mean the discontinuance 
of certain other practices which have been followed by a small 
minority of weekday systems contrary to the advice of the International 
Council, including (a) registration of woekday classes in public school 
buildings, (b) supervision of classes by public school authorities, 
and (c) entering of grades for religious classes on public school 
report cards, 


It is my hope that our Protestant church forces working to- 
sether in the International Council will take three steps: 


First, that the churches will seck further clarification of the 
law with respoct to the released time principle, The Supreme 
Court opinion dors not seem to clarify this issue though it 
appears inconceivable that the court would deny the right of 
public schools and churches to so arrange their schedules as 

to provide to cach an adequate op ortunity to exercise its 
legal functions, 


Second, that the churches will help weekday schools to adapt 
existing weekday systems so that they will be brought fully 
within the law as interpreted by this and other decisions of 
the Supreme Court, 


Third, that the churches will give attention to the increasing 
“sore, ea which seems to me to be augmented by this latest 
decision of the court regardless of its intention and that it 
will take steps to obtain laws which will make constitutionally 
possible the wholehearted cooperation of church and state in 
the pursuance of their respective functions. 


Weekday religious education on released time has been 
developed by the churches with the wholehearted cooperation of many 
public school leaders because of a common desire to stem the tide of 
secularism which threatens the religious foundations of American life, 
It is true that at times leaders of a community have unwisely embarr- 
assed public school authorities by exceeding their legal rights in 
developing such a program, Thse instances, of course, are to be 
deplored. 


Hownver, thousands of public educators are as concerned as re= 
ligious leaders for the spiritual welfare of American youth. ‘hey see 
the necessity of a close relationship between public and religi-us 
education in preparing the citizenry for a democratic nation. This 
decision seoms to deny the right of such cooperation. Such a denial 
has serious implications for th- future. 

The American people of all religious faiths should be aroused to 
a fuiler realization of the trends thn our American life which seem to 
be further crowding religion out of a central place in our culture, If 
a united stand against these trends can oc accomplished, the decision 
Will have served a good purpose, 
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THE SUPREME COURT 


By a vote of eight to one the United States 
Supreme Court has-declared the practice of 
molding weekday religious education classes 
on, released time in public school buildings 
to be unconstitutional. 


The full implications of what the Supreme 
Court has said are not entirely clear. There 
seems to be good reason to assume that the 
decision does not invalidate the released 
time principle as such. In any event, we 
are strongly urging each local community to 
seek further clarification of the law at 
this point before arriving at any final con- 
clusion in the matter. 


We are sending along with this issue of Jud- 
son Journal a more detailed statement pré- 
pared by Dr. Roy G. Ross and released by the 
International Council of Religious Educa- 
tion. We are fully in agreement with this 
statement which was prepared with our know- 
ledge and advice.

Leland Monroe Roth has been called to suc= 
oeed Merris Dice as the director of Chris- 
tian education for the Illinois Baptist State 
Convention.

Mr. Roth graduated from Ottawa University in 
1938 and from Eastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary in 1941. In the same year he re- 
ceived the M.A. degree in Education from the 
University of Pennsylvania. He comes to his 
new position of denominational leadership 
from Kennett Square, Pennsylvania, where he 
has been serving as pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church since 1943.

Ballinger, Pastor -- "In our calling we dis- 
covered 51 children who did not attend Sunday 
school; we reached 29 at the first story 
hour. The church decided to purchase the 
portfolio, ‘The Best for Your Children! for 
which the church will pay half and the par- 
ents, half. Four teachers joined the Bap- 
tist Fellowship of Children's Workers. The 
Superintendent of the primary department 
borrowed one of the Leader's Manuals so that 
she could use in Sunday School the songs 
that the children sang in Bible Story Hours. 
I pray that many children and families may 
be brought into the Sunday school and won to 
Jesus through this plan." 


MISSIONARY EDUCATION FOR CHILDREN 


At the recent Biennial Directors' Conference 
several questions were asked about the 
program of Missionary Education for Child- 
ren. Last month we discussed one problem. 
This month our question is, "Who appoints 
the State Secretary of Missionary Education 
for Children and what are her responsibili- 
ties?" 


1. The State Seoretary 
Education for Children is selected through 
the cooperative thinking of the State Women's 
President and the State Director of Chris- 
tian Education. The name and address of the 
person so selected will be sent by the State 
Women's President to Florence Stansbury, 152 
Madison Avenue, New York 16, New York. A 
letter of appointment will then be sent by 
the Department of Missionary Education to 
the person selected together with such 
information and help as possible to make her 
an effective person in her state. 


2. The State Secretary of Missionary 
Education is related to the State Women's 
Board and to the State Committee on Chris- 
tian Education. She keeps in touch with the 
Association Secretary of Missionary Educa- 
tion for Children, sending information and 
material from the national offices; conducts 
conferences at the State Women's House Party 
and State Convention; amswers requests of 
local and association leaders; keeps the 
State Women's Board aware of the children's 
program and the progress in the state. 


5. The Secretary of Missionary Education 
for Children should also be a member of the 
State Committee on Christian Education. 
Certainly she should be a full member of the 
Children's Committee and share in the de- 
velopment of the total children's program in 
every state. In addition to help in the 
total planning, her specific contribution 
will be to keep the committee informed about 
new themes, current mission study materials, 
worship material and projects in which all 
churches may participate. Such projects as 
the Stewardship materials, Philippine Book 
Project, Bible project and others which may 
come in the future. 


Make use of this secretary. She will have 
a good contribution to make as you plan your 
state program.

For instance, you hope that all youth groups 
will start planning early for their part in 
the Crusade. A letter goes out from the 
State Office to all pastors to that effect. 


Would it not be also very helpful if the 


State Evangelism Chairman would write a per- 
Sonal letter to each of the Association 
chairmen? This would not be too many. (Shall 
we say there is an average of fifteen as- 
sociations per state) then it would be only 
15 letters. Each Association chairman in- 
mediately contacts the key person in each 
church, and if there were about 15 churches 
to the association his job would not be 
greater than that of the State Chairman. In 
this way, the concern of youth is being pas- 
sed along to youth, and you can be sure that 
in many instances it will bring results. 
Young people write letters about other things. 
Let's get them started writing letters about 
our important task in evangelism.

MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS |

The Protestant Committee on Scouting has 
made available a series of religious stan- 
dards for Boy Scouts as they progress thru 
the successive ranks from Tenderfoot to 
Eagle or as they advance in the Senior pro- 
gram. These standards may be revised by 
the local pastor to adapt the program to 
his local situation and denominational ob- 
jectives. 


Following is a summary of the requirements 
for the God and Country Award. These stan- 
dards are included in the Service Record 
Book which the Boy Scout receives when the 
Pastor enrolls him in the program. 


I. Tenderfoot Standards. (These stand-

4. Understanding of the sig- 
nificance of Baptism, and 
the Lord's Supper or Holy 
Communion Service in his 
own Church,

ering. (Optional) 

6. Know something of the world 
wide activities of his own 
denomination or communion 
as outlined by his Pastor. 

7. Be instrumental in bringing 
one person into Church men- 
bership.

8. Knowledge of the principal 
beliefs of his own Church 
or Denomination, based up- 
on studies assigned by the 
Pastor.

For Your Information 


With the coming of Children's Day on Sunday, 
June 13, once again we will be urging church- 
es to share in an offering to be designated 
for the support of the work of our Board of 
Education and Publication. In order that 
you may have knowledge to use when opportun- 
ity is given to interpret the Children's Day 
offering, we are setting down some of the 
facts here. 


The money received at the time of the Chil- 


dren's Day offering is designated exclusive- 
ly for the use of the Division of Education 
in Home, Church, and Community. Our Division, 
in turn, feels that this money ought to go 
into extending the work of such efforts as 
"Winning the Children for Christ" and "Church 
School Enlargement Programs." This means 
that as it is possible to increase the 
amount of the Children's Day offering, it 
Will be possible to increase the wrk which 
is being carried on through our division, 
especially that which has to do with reach- 
ing out into the community and bringing new 
people under the influence of the Christian 
teaching program of the church, 


During recent years it has been possible to 
step up the Children's Day offering, but for 
the past two years it seems to have remained 
at about the same figure. Because of this, 
we are doing some experimenting this year in 
the realm of the use of coin cards. We have 
asked fifty churches across the denomination 
to use these coin cards experimentally and 
then share with us their experience as over 
against the traditional use of the special 
envelopes provided for Children's Day. It 
is our hope that this method will prove 
sufficiently productive to warrant a wide- 
spread use of coin cards by another year.

Baptists have always

is still true that "the harvest is great and 
the laborers are few." As Jesus saw real 
need for developing leaders, even so must we 
continue a vigorous training program.

The United States Supreme Court on March 8 
rendered an adverse decision in the Cham- 
paign case, The Opinion of the Court, in 
which eight of the nine judges concurred, 
seems to be broad and general in its direc- 
tion. It is offset by the Supplementary 
Opinion concurred in by four of the Jus- 
tices, which makes its application appear 
to be much less sweeping. 


Nevertheless, one clearly stated principle 
is evident: The blic school system must 
not be "used by the ehurches to help them 
teach sectarian religion. The only speci- 
fic way in whic 1s principle may be 
violated, which is mentionéd with clarity 
in the Court Opinion, is the holding of 
classes in public school buildings. How- 
ever, from the Supplementary Opinion, given 
by Mr. Justice Frankfurter and three associ- 
ates, we may conclude that certain other 
ractices, in addition to the use of public 
school BilLdinge; ere ale G ton be ms cae acer 
violations. HEL 


The following are examples: 

1. Any control, supervision or disciplining 
by public school authorities. 

2. Carrying on registration of pupils for 
religious education classes in the public 
schools. 

3. Promotion and publicizing of the program 
by public school leaders in their offi- 
cial capacity. 

4. Reporting religious education grades on 
public school report cards. 

These and any other practices of a similar 

character must also be avoided in readjust- 

Ing present weekday “systems and in planning 

new ones if we are to follow the principle 

set forth in the decision. 


It is to this task of completely separating 
the weekday movement from such practices 
that we must now set ourselves. To the ex- 
tent that this can be done, the movement can 
and ought to continue. We believe, not only 
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This statement is based on the information which is now at hand.

WHAT TO DO NOW 


Do Not Act Hastily 
The meaning of the total decision, there- 
fore, is not such as to warrant the abandon- 
ment of our weekday religious education pro- 
grams. some undoubtedly must be adapted. 
We hope none will have to discontinue. What 
the words of the judges mean for all types 
of weekday work is yet to be determined. 


Consult Your Legal Advisers 


It is evident that the governing agencies of 
weekday religious education systems should 
take counsel together and call to their as- 
sistance persons well versed in legal 
affairs.
